THE FEDERAL COURT ORDER , 1947 
In exeroise of the powers conferred by gection 9 of tho 
Indian Independence Act , 1947, and of all other powors 
enabling him in that behalf, the Governor -General is pleased 
to make the following Order :- -- 

1. This Order may be cited as the Federal Court Order , 
1947 . 

2 . The Intorpretation Act , 1889, applios for the interpreta 
tion of this Order as it applies for the interpretation of an Act 
of Parliament. 
3 . In this Order , - - 

" the appointed day " means the fifteenth day of 
August 1947 ; 

“ the Federal ( ourt " , where itsed without qualifica 
tion , means the Federal Court constituted under the 
Govornment of India Act , 1935 , As in force immediatoly 
before the appointed day ; 

" India " means the Dominion of India ; 

“ Pakistan ” moans the Dominion of Pakistan . 
4 . ( 1 ) The Federal Court shall, as from tho appointed day , 
be the l cderal Court of India , and shall accordingly be deemed 
to have been duly oonstituted as such in accordance with the 
provisions contained in that behalf in the Government of India 
Act , 1935 , as it applies in relation to India on and after that 
day . 
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( 2 ) Without prejudice to the general offoot of tho pre 
teding paragraph , any person who is a judge of the Federal 
( ourt immediately before the appointed day shall, as from 
that day , be deemed to havo hoen duly appointed a judge of the 
Federal Court of India under sootion two hundred , or, as tho 
Case may be, poction two hundred and two , of the Government 
of India Act , 1935 , as it applies in relation to India , and shall , 
on and after that day , be capable of aoting in his office as a 
judge of the Fedoral Court of India without making a fresh 
oath , or observing any other formality . 

( 3 ) Any rulos of the Foderal Court in force immediately 
before tho appointed day shall remain in force as from that 
day us if duly made by tho Federal Court of India , and may be 
varied or revokod accordingly . 

5 . ( 1 ) Any proceedings ponding in the Federal Court 
immediately before the appointod day may bo continuod in the 
Federal Court of India on and after that day : 

Providod thụt the Federal Court of India maty , if it appears 
to them that any such proceedings as aforesaid ought to be 
transferred to the Tedoral Court of Pakistan , direct that the 
procoedings shall be so transferred ; and where any such direo 
tion is given the Federal Court of Pakistan shall have jurisdic 
tion with respect to those proceedings to the exclusion of the 
Federál Court of India . 

(2 ) Whero any proceedings pending in the Federal Court 
immediately before the appointed day are continued in the 
Federal Court of India on or after that day , any order made in 
those proceedings by the Federal Court of India , or by His 
Majesty in Counoil on appeal therefrom , shall , in addition to 
being enforceable in India , be enforceable in Pakistan as if it 
were an order made by the foderal Court of Pakistan , or , as 
the case may be, an ordor made by His Majesty in Council on 
appeal from that court . 

( 3 ) For the purposes of this Order proceedings shall be 
deemed to be pending in the Federal Court until all issues 
between the portion (including any issues with respeot to the 
taxation of the costs of the proceedings ) have been finally 
disposed of. 

6 . ( 1 ) Subject to the provisions hereinafter contained with 
respect to appeals , any ordor made by the Federal Court boforo 
the appointed day shall be enforceable in India as if it were 
an order made by the Federal Court of India , and be enforce 

hle in Pakistan as if it were an order made by the Federal 
Court of Pakistan . 
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(2 ) Where any such order as is mentioned in the preceding 
paragraph has , whether before or after tho appointed day, 
been confirmed , varied or reversed on appeal, the decision of 
His Majesty in Council on the appeal shall be enforceable 
in India as if the decision appealed from were a decision of the 
Federal Court of India , and shall be enforceable in Pakistan 
as if the decision appealed fron were a decision of the Federal 
Court of Pakistan .

THE HIGH COURTS (BENGAL ) ORDER , 1947 


In exercise of the powers conferred by Seotion 9 of the 
Indian Independence Act , 1947, and of all other powers 
enabling him in that behalf, the Governor -Goneral is pleased to 
make the following Order : 


1. This Ordor may be cited as tho High Courts ( Bengal) 
Order, 1947 . 


2 . ( 1 ) The Interpretation Act , 1889, applies for tho intor 
pretation of this Order as it applies for the interpretation of 
an Act of Parliament. 


( 2 ) Roferences horein to an order made by any court or 
judge shall be construed as including reforences to any sen 
tence , judgment or decreo passed or made by that court or 
judge . 

3 . As from the 15th day of August , 1947 (hereinafter 
referred to as “ the appointed day ” ) , there shall be a High Court 
of Judioature for the Province of East Bengal , and the said 
court is hereinaftor referied to as the High Court of East 
Bengal. 


4 . ( 1 ) Between the coming into force of this Order and the 
appointed day, His Majesty may appoint a Chief Justice of the 
said court and may appoint auch other judges of the said oourt 
as he thinks fit , and any appointments so made shall take . 
cffeot as from the appointed day : 


Provided that no person shall be qualified to be appointed 
& judge under this paragraph unless, under the law in force at 
the time of the making of this Order , he would have been quali . 
fied to be appointed a judge of the High Court in Caloutta , 
and no person shall be qualified to be appointed Chief Justice 
under this paragraph unless , under the said law , he would have 
been qualified to be appointed Chief Justiqe of the High Court 
in Caloutta . 
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( 2 ) If any judgo of the High Court in Calcutta , having

6 . (1 ) The High Court of East Bengal shall have the

to practice in the High Court in Caloutta , shall be recognised

7 . Subject to the provisions of this Ordor , the law in force 
immediately before the appointod day with respect to 
practice and procedure in tho High Court in Calcutta shall , 
with the necessary modifications, apply in relation to the High 
Court of East Bengal, and accordingly that High Court shall 
have all such powers to make rulos and orders with rospect to 
practice and procedure as are immediately before the appointed 
day exercisable by the High Court in Caloutta : 


Provided that any rules or ordors which are in force immo . 
diately before the appointed day with rospect to practice and 
procedure in the High Court in Caloutta shall, until varied or 
rovoked by rules or ordors made by the High Court of East 
Bengal, apply with any nocessary modifications in relation to 
practice and procedure in the High Court of East Bengal as if 
mado hy that Court . 
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8 . ( 1 ) The High Court of East Bengal shall have a Seal 
consisting of the Royal Arms, with an exergue or label surround 
ing the same with tho inscription " The Seal of the High Court 
of Judicature in East Bengal ” . 

( 2 ) Tho law in force immodiately before tho appointed day 
with respect to the oustody of the Seal of tho High Court in 
Caloutta shall , with the necessary modifications , apply with 
respect to the custody of the Seal of the High Court of East 
Bengal. 

9 . The law in force immediately before the appointed day 
with respeot to the form of writs and other proceanOS libed , 
issued or awarded by the High Court in Caloutta shall, with any 
necessary modifications , apply with respect to the form of writs 
and other processes used , issued or awarded by the High Court 
of East Bengal 

10 . The law in forve immodiately before the appointed day 
relating to tho powers of tho Chief Justice and of singlo judges 
and divisional courts of the High Court in Caloutta , and with 
respect to all matters ancillary to the exercise of those powers , 
shall , with tho necessary inodifications , apply in relation to the 
High Court of East Bengal. 


11 . The High Court of East Bongal And tho judges and 
divisional courts theroof shall sit at such places in tho Provinco 
of Fast Bengal as the Chief Justice of the said court may, with 
the approval of the Governor of East Bengal, appoint. 


12 . Subject to any relevant provisions contained in Part 
IX of the Government of India Act, 1936 , as it applies in Pakis 
tan after the appointed day, the law in force immediately bofore 
the appointed day relating to appeals to His Majesty in Council 
from the High Court in Calcutta and tho judges and divisions 
thereof shall, with any necessary modifications , apply in re 
lation to appeals to His Majesty in Council from the High ( ourt 
of East Bengal and the judges and divisions thercof. 


13 . ( 1 ) Subject as heroinafter provided , the High Court in 
Calcutta shall have no jurisdiction in respeot of the territories 
for the time being included in the Province of East Bengal. 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Order : 
(a ) any proceedings which , immediately beforo the ap) 

pointed day, are pending in the High Court in 
Calcutta on its original side , including any proceed . 
ings then pending in the said High Court as a court 
of referenoe, shall be heard and determined by that 
court ; 
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(b ) the High Court in Calcutta shall have the liko jurisdic 

tion to heal and determine any appeal from an order 
of a judge of the said court on its original side its 
if this Order had not been made, and the High Court 
of East Bengal shall have jurisdiction to hear or 

determine any such appeal ; and 
(c ) the High Court in Calcutta shall have the like jurisdic 

tion to review any order made by any judge of the 
Aaid High ( ourt as it would have had if this Ordei liad 
not been made, and the High Court of East Bengal 

shall have no jurisdiction to review any such order . 
(3 ) Subjert to the preceding provisions of this Article , 
all proceedings pending on the appellate side of the High Court 
in Caloutta immediately before the appointed day, shall , where 
the court of origin is , as from that day , situated in the Provinc 
of East Bengal, stand transforred by virtue of this Ordor to the 
High Court of East Bengal. 

( 4 ) Subjeot to the following provisions of this Article with

( 2 ) In this Order : 
- " the appointed day " means the 15th day of August 

1947 ; 
" the High Court in Calcutta " means the High Court 

of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal, oons 
tituted in accordance with Letters Patent , dated 

the 28th December, 1865 . 
3 . The High Court in Calcutta shall continue to exist 
on and after the appointed day, and shall, save as expressly 
provided by the High Courta (Bengal) Order , 1947, have 
all such original appellate and other jurisdiction as it had imme. 
diately before that day . 

4 . Without prejudice to the general effeot of the preceding

General is published for general information : 

THE HIGH COURT (LAHORE) ORDER , 1947 

In exeroise of the powers conferred by section 9 of the 
Indian Independence Act , 1947 , and of all other powers enabl 
ing him in that behalf, the Govornor -General is pleased to 
make the following Order : 

1. This Order may be cited as the High Court ( Labore ) 
Order, 1947. 

2 . ( 1 ) The Interpretation Act, 1889 , applies for the inter 
pretation of this Order as it applies for the interpretation of 
an Aot of Parliament. 

(2 ) In this Order : 
" the appointed day " means the 15th day of August, 

1947 ; 
( the High Court at Lahore ” means the High Court of 

Judionture at Lahore, established by Letters Patent , 

dated the 21st March , 1919 . 
3 . The High ( ourt at Lahore shall continue to exist on and 
after the appointed day , and shall, save as expressly provided 
by the High ( ourts ( Punjab ) Order , 1947 , have all such 
original appellate and other jurisdiction as it had immediatoly 
before that day . 

4 . Without prejudice to the general effoot of the preoeding 
Article , any person holding office as a judge of the High Court 
at Lahore immediately beforo the appointed day ( including the 
person holding office as Chief Justice of the said Court and any 
person holding offico as a temporary or additional judge thereof ) 
skall, subject to the provisions of tho High Courth ( Punjab ) 
Order , 1947, continue, as from that day , to hold the like office 
on tho samo terms and conditions as were applicable in his case 
immediately before that day. 

5 . Subject to any general or special orders or arrangements 
affeoting his case , any person who immediately before the ap 
pointed day is serving as a clerk or other officer of the High Court 
at Lahore shall , as from that day, remain in the seivice of the 
said Court on the like terms and conditions as were applicable 
to him immediately before that day : 
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Provided that the Chief Justicer of the sail Court may, 01 OL 
after the appointer day, iletoomine the appointment of any such 
person HS aforesaid if he thinks it myperlient so to co laving 
regard to say obaligny offered by or under the Indian 
Independenor Art, 1917 . 

6 . Any rules or orders with respect to practive or procedura 
in fire in the said Higli ( ourt at Laliore inimcdiatas before 
the inppointecl clay shall remain in force as front that day til 
altered or modified bridlompetent authority . 

7 . Nothing in this Over 22ll prejudice the application to 
le High Court of Lahore of IV relevant provision of Part 
IX of the curement of Indir fry , 193.7 . it applies 20 relation 
to the Dominion of lulia , ul the provisions of this ( de 
shall have affexcot Sulurset to all provision nearls on or after the 
appointed av sith pupot to the l [igh Court at Laliore ly . 
legislature or othes lithout having power to make such pro 
vision .
